Wo Hurricane 
Yet; Season 
Hot Over

MIAMI, Fla, (AP) - Not a 


single major storm has come 
howling out of the tropics to at- 
tack American shores this year, 
but "don't write off the hurri- 
cane season yet," says director 
Robert H. Simpson of Miami's 
National Hurricane Center, 


"It takes only a week," Simp- 


son said, "for a vast change in 
atmosphere 
conditions 
that 


could yield a whole rash of 
storms, or develop one giant 
hurricane. 
We don't predict 


that, but it's possible." 


For U.S. residents, Simpson 


said, It has been a tarns season 
for two reasons. 


the first is that the upper at- 


mosphere of the tropics has 
been abnormally cold, the air 
column of a hurricane, rising 
like a giant smokestack to great 
heights, 
cannot 
develop 
and 


hold together without a concen- 
tration of heat all the way up. 


the second restricting factor 


Is that surface winds have been 
blowing from the east and upper 
winds from the west, making it 
impossible for an air column to 
grow. 


Simpson said the winds blow 


like this in the wintertime, "and 
that's why we don't have hurri- 
canes then," but such a situa- 
tion develops only periodically 
in the storm season. 
% 


While It has been a dull sea- 


son from a public standpoint, 
Simpson said, It has been a 
humdinger for the forecasters. 
Of the 15 hurricanes that have 
formed In the eastern Pacific 
this year, virtually all of them 
were tracked for thousands of 
miles by Miami weathermen. 


"they're up to the letter '0' 


in the alphabet over in the Pa- 
cific," Simpson said, "and they 
got virtually all of them from 
us. We probably cracked the 
record for the number of organ- 
ized 
disturbances 
we have 


tracked." 


Unable to develop In the At- 


lantic, they found the proper 
conditions in the Pacific, al- 
though none grew into major 
storms. 


Miami forecasters have given 


names to only four Atlantic 
storms this year, the first,. 
Abby, drove thousands 
from 


their homes in western Cuba 
and moved across Florida, but 
her winds never exceeded 75 
miles an hour and damage was 
minor. 


Candy formed in the Gulf of 


Mexico and brought heavy rains 
to Texas, Brenda, Dolly and

TAKE STEPS TO KEEP STAIRS 
FIRM AND FREE OF SQUEAKS 


By MR. FIX 


Squeaks in a stairway are 


annoying. They also may be 
an indication that wear and 
tear are starting to take their 
toll. Taking care of the annoy- 
ing squeaks will take care as 
well of potentially dangerous 
situations. 


A s t a i r w a y consists of 


treads, the horizontal part you 
step on; stringers, which are 
the sides and are clearly visi- 
ble in b a s e m e n t stair con- 
struction but which will be 
masked as part of the wood- 
work elsewhere; and risers, 
the vertical boards at right 
angles to the treads. 


Squeaks come about from 


friction between tread and 
riser. Friction results as con- 
struction begins to loosen with 
wear and age. 


Drive pairs of finishing nails 


at angles through the tread 
and into the riser. Have some- 
one stand on the tread to force 
it down while you make the 
repair. 


Sometimes the riser fits into 


a, joint on the underside of 
the tread. Thin, wood wedges, 
c o a t e d with glue, ,can be 
o¥i Wtffo ttie^bint to'tigrVterr 
it. This joint is sometimes 
covered with molding which 


will have to be removed and alone, 
then put back after the repair 
is made. 


When nailing, drive the nails 


below the surface. Use a nail 
set to get the nail head down 
and then fill with plastic wood. 


Treads, if not protected with 


a cover (rubber, l i n o l e u m , 
carpeting, etc.), will become 
worn at the edge. In time this 
may splinter and break off. 
Chisel out a recess where the 
wood is worn and replace with 
a piece of hardwood. Glue it 
in place and plane it flush with 
the rest of, the tread. Round 
the edge so that the contour is 
the same. Then finish it to 
match. 


If a tread is damaged to the 


extent that it cannot be re- 
paired, remove it and make 
another. Use the old tread as 
a pattern for the new. Reas- 
semble with wood screws for 
greater strength. 


Handrails are fastened to 


the wall with metal brackets. 
Wall brackets may b e c o m e 
loose because screws were not 
run into the studs. Remove 
the brackets and replace the 
screws with anchor bolts, tog- 
glq. bolts or some combination 
of anchor and screw so that 
the screw is not in plaster 


An outside handrail (away 


from the wall) is held in place 
by a post at its base and sup- 
ported by balusters (smaller 
posts) throughout its length. 
A loose handrail can be traced 
to a loose post. Run long wood 
screws through the base of the 
post and into the stringer to 
draw it up tight. Countersink 
the screws and fill with plastic 
wood. Loose balusters should 
be glued and nailed to make 
them more secure.

The latest in this procession 
will, until a shorter name can 
tie coined, be known as the 
M. kansasii disease. It is 
e a u s e d by Mycobaclerlum 
kansasii, an organism first 
Isolated in Kansas that is sim- 
ilar to the tubercle bacillus 
(Mycobacterium tuberculo- 
sis). 


The new disease has now 
been reported in many states. 
The exact mode of its spread 
has not been established but 
It Is apparently related to the 
consumption of unpasteurized 
dairy products. Like tubercu- 
losis, the disease settles In 
the lungs, causes symptoms 
Characteristic of tuberculosis 
and may be fatal. 


The modern drugs used to 
t r e a t tuberculosis h a v e 
proved effective against the 
new disease. Persons 
with 


severe involvement may have 
to have part of a lung re- 
moved. In any case, the treat- 
ment Is best carried out in a 
hospital and, when started 
early enough, complete re- 
covery in five or six months 
Is the rule. 


Q—I have a friend, 45, who 
has narcolepsy. None of the 
d r u g s his doctor has given 
him has helped. He Is now 
taking Dexamyl. Are there 
any drugs that would help 
him? 


A—S e v e r a 1 drugs have 


proved helpful to persons who 
get this sudden uncontrollable 
desire to sleep. These include 
pentylenetetrazole with niacin 
and glutamic acid (Niapent) 
and methamphetamine (Des- 
oxyn). Both are prescription 
drugs. 


Q—What are the first signs 


of a nervous breakdown?

to profound depression. The 
first symptoms are inability
